'recently remarked in conversation how much better 
informed Indian opinion was on the Chinese Commu- 
nists, than on the Kuomintang party of whom CHIANG 
Kai-shek seemed to be about the only name known. He 
attributed this to the high state of Chinese Commu*- 
nist propaganda in India, and said that he thought 
'this propaganda was carried on by certain foreign- 
ers, particularly Russians, and by Chinese Communist 
cells in the Kuomintang in India

No. 35 of 21,9,46, a Shanghai press telegram of 
/ 5.10,46 states that General TSAI Ting«*chiai (11519/

service with the Chinese Intelligence Wing, under 
GHQ(I), on the understanding that he should be re- 
patriated to China when his services with C.I..V. 
terminated. His services were terminated on 
31.3.46, but he declined to take the passage grant- 
ed for return to China. He employed customary 
subterfuges for staying on, such as replacement 
of his original Chinese passport, containing the 
entry visa,’ by a new passport issued by the Chinese 
Consulate General in Calcutta which did not show 
the terras of his perrni t ted stay in India. He 
applied for a visa to remain in India for one year 
from 1.4.46, to take charge of the Chinese Primary 
School at Makum Junction, Assam, and the guarantor 
supplied by him was found unsuitable. The Security

Ernest Dharma, a Singhalese, who is staff 
correspondent of the United Press of America, during 
conversation gave his opinion that both the Governor 
of Bengal as well as the Muslim League Ministry were 
equally guilty with regard to "Calcutta's Blood Bath* 
and that it had been premeditated by the League 
Ministry. 

Dharma has been trying to obtain snapshots 
of scenes during the riots. 

Para 3. CHINESE AFFAIRS : 

(A) Political .- • 

(i) WU Hsiao-ling (12748/4313/7215), Professor 
of Chinese history and language, Santiniketan, an 
associate of' Prof. TAN Yun-shan and a correspondent 
of CHOU Hsiang-kung and Major General S.C.CHIAO. 
left Calcutta for China in S/S "KUTSANG" on 15,9,46, 
It is not known here whether he desires to return 
tc India. In view of his contacts, it is preferable 
that he should not return. 

(ii) Chou Hsiang-kuang, whose attempts to make 
political capital out of the August communal riots 
in Calcutta, were last reviewed in this Survey No. 

33 of 9.9.46, para 2(A) (v), left for Delhi about 
mid-September on a two weeks' visit. He has declar- 
ed his intention of showing the staff correspondent 
of the Central News Agency of China, in New Delhi, 
and other well-known foreign journalists there, 
facts, figures and photographs proving that the 
reason for Police and Military inactivity in the 
riots was that the Governor and his Council of 
Ministers had abdicated in favour of Goonda Raj . 

Chou professes himself nauseated by the discrimina- 
tion shown by the Muslims, led by the League 
leaders and the Bengal Ministry, in attacking 
Hindus but not Europeans. 

(iii) Sherman Wang, Asst. Director of the 
Chinese Purchasing Commission in India, left for 
China by plane on 14.9.46. 

(iv) A new branch of the Kuomintang has been 
founded at Shillong, Assam, with 31 members, 
according to an announcement in the Chinese Journal 
of India of the 20th September, 1946. 

(v) At the request of UNRRA transmitted 
through the Central Overseas Department of the 
Chinese Government Kuomintang Headquarters in 
India is registering names of Overseas Chinese

HAN. Chinese national was arrested under section 
4(1) of the Indian Passport Act on 12.3.46 for 
having no identity and travel document. 

He stated on interrogation by this office 
that he was a refugee from Las'nio, Burma, where he 
was working as a clerk with the Burma Yunnan High- 
way Bureau. He evacuated to Ledo in Assam during 
the last war sometime in July 1942 and he was employ- 
ed there in Assam as a Clerk in 501 Chinese Post 
Office till June 1945. 

He came to Calcutta in November 1945 in 
search of a job but could not secure one and continu- 
ed to live on his savings. He is a native of Mei- 
hsien, Kwangtung, China, and is aged about 30 yrs. 

He was convj cted under the Registration of 
Foreigners' Act, 1939, for failure to register him- 
self as an alien and was fined Rs.50/- in default 
two months' rigorous imprisonment by the Chief 
Presidency Magistrate, Calcutta ? on 31.5.46. 

He could not £ay the fine and was released 
from the Presidency Jail, Alipore, in July last 
having served his sentence. 

An order of deportation No.5032-Def. dated 
10.9.45 under Section 3 of the Foreigners' Act, 1940, 
has been issued against him by the Government of 
Bengal but he is not traceable at the address 
supplied. Local enquiries so far have proved un- 
successful in locating the man and Section Officers 
are requested to maintain 'look-out' for him.

(A) Political .- 

Further to Survey No. 26 of 1946, para 1(A) 
(n), the local Chinese press has published- a special 
Nanking report giving an elaboration of the Chinese 
Government -a plans for the control of education of 
Overseas Chinese, within China and, abroad. So far 
a3 Chinese abroad are concerned, it is interesting 
to note the special position of the Commission on 
Overseas Chinese Affairs; the chief directorate for 
the education of Chinese overseas, says the report, 
will be with the Commission: assistant directorates 
will be established m the flinistry of Foreign 
Affairs and the Ministry of Education, The Ministry 
of education will take precedence within China, and 
the Commission on Overseas Chinese Affaire will in- 
clude an assistant directorate under the Ministry. 

The Commission on Overseas Chinese Affairs will 
have authority to issue directions to Chinese 
Consular officers overseas in connexion with /natters 
concerning the education of Overseas Chinese'*. 

(ii ) The Kuomin tang- in -India Headquarters elect- 
ed new executive and Supervisory Committees on 4th 
Aug,, following a ceremony performed by T.T.SH3N, 
Acting Consul -General , Tne ten new members of the 
Executive Committee, five Reserve Committee, five 
Supervisory Board and two Spare Members, are, so 

* s tfnown at present, very much the same group 
shuffled round. Consul-General CHEN Chih-ping has 
been elected, m absentia, to the Executive Committee, 
despite his new appointment. 

The wording of a "public notice" issued by 
the Chinese Consul ate -General and published in the 
Chinese Journal of India of Aug. 3rd contained point- 
ed roierence to the "Oppressive contracts and unfair 
treatment to which Chinese seamen were subject by 
foreigners". The advertisement is no less objection- 
able by Wring, m fact, an official order of the 
Chinese Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and quoted as 
3uch. The following extract is perhaps the least 
desirable feature: "Requests are being made to this 
Ministry (Ministry of foreign Affairs} that Chinese 
Consulates should be notified to the effect that 
one conditions ol any future contracts involving- 
payment for labour for Overseas Chinese must hence- 
forward be carefully studied before the contract 
is completed. Overseas Chinese are henceforth tc 
be miormed that all future contracts made between 

?J e fu eas Wf 19 *®. ^ foreigners are to be negotiat- 
edthrough theChineae Consulate, the officials of 
which will be held responsible for the fairness of 
the conditions of the contract. This refers to all 
Overseas Chinese as well as Seamen's Associations",

(i) The undermentioned 5 Chinese seamen were 
signed on s.s. "GLORIA” in Calcutta on 8.4.46. They 
were seamen repatria te s , permi t ted tenpora^y re si - 
dence in India under the terms of Home Department 
No. 61/43-Political (E), dated 10.6.43. to the Govt, 
of Bengal ' ( see Weekly Survey No. 65 dated 17.7.4oK 
A telegram from the British Consulate in Saigon 

to Government of Bengal and Government of India 
stated that these men were to be signed of f in 
Singapore, and requested that they t should be re- # 
patriated to Calcutta in .accordance with the provi- 
sions of the agreement signed m Calcutta on ZJtn 
March. In view of their status, and of the Govt, 
of India directive referred to. above, it peems that 
these men ought not to be permitted re-entry into 
India. The Provincial Government 'has adopted this 
view, in reporting to Government of India. 

It is inevitable that Chinese seamen 
signed on in Calcutta will, if they wish to continue 
residence in India, endeavour to have Calcutta 
regarded as their *Home-port", to which they 
should be returned if signed off elsewhere, exclu- 
sion of the large number of seamen repatriates, 
entitled to temporary residence only, may present 
a problem in practice owing to shipping laws which 
can be quoted to support a claim. for signing off 
at, or return to, the port at which they were signed 
on for the voyage. Efficacy of the proviso not to 
be signed off at any port in British India, to be 
endorsed on shipping documents at the time of sign-

The ship is in Calcutta for 
an indefinite period, awaiting orders from London 
as to disposal , and her destination is unknown, 
it seems improbable that the letter was written on 
board, and unlikely that it was written ashore . 
and delivered to an addressee on board. The possi- 
bility biiat it was sent on board for coding ahd ,i 
despatch bp W.T. has been examined and discarded*. 
The most likely possibility at the moment seems 
to be that it was 3ent on ooard through an agent 
oi the writer, in order to be 3 een and returned 
by someone on bpard, before despatching to the 
addressee. Suspicion has been directed against 
John STEHLSN SON , the purser, as a man who may 
have handled the letter or be a member of the 
organization referred to in it. Fro^ descriptions 
he 3eemo able, ruthless, lacking in formal educa- 
tion, friendly with all and familiar with none, 
and living beyond his pay. He 13 said to have 
a record over suspicious remittances to U.K. * 
earlier this year, but thi3 cannot yet be traced.

He came to 
Calcutta and returned to Delhi via Lucknow from 
where he enticed a school- girl to go with him. 

He was picked up by the Military Police in 
Delhi and was sentenced by a Criminal Court to 
6 months' R.I, for posing as an American 
soldier. After his release, he returned to 
Calcutta after visiting Agra and other places. 

He made contact with the black-market gang 
again. He found that an old contact, one 
JUG LARSEN, an American deserter, was sell- 
ing arms and ammunition by the case.

FM 1049/46 • (i) Mme A. David NEEL, the French 

writer and lecturer on Lamaism and Tibet* has 
recently written to a Professor SI An-che of 
the China Frontier Research Institute, West 
China United Universities, Chengtu, advising 
caution should he pursue his desire to start 
a Chinese school at Shigatze, it is very re- 
liably learned. The authoress warns him first 
to ascertain whether the school is being 
opened ,i« the invitation of the Tibetan Govern- 
ISoftt of whether it is solely an enterprise of 
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the Chinese Ministry of Education. It is true, 
she says, that China has Suzerain power over 
Tibet, "but Tibetans and the British do not see 
things in the same way", and warns that the 
Lhasa Government could cause trouble for her 
correspondent, that he might become involved 
in political intrigues, that "there are sly 
characters in that country and life does not 
mean much for them". Ivfae David NEEL expresses 
as her opinion that if the Chinese are clever 
enough, they may regain their influence in 
Tibet, but it will take time. , 

Nothing is known of the China Frontier 
Research Institute, There are some half-dozen 
Kuomintang organizations of somewhat similar 
name, but from Mme David NEEL's reference to 
a Dr Graham, the institute may have some con- 
nexion with the West China Border Research 
Society, a scientific Sino-foreign body spon- 
sored by the West China Universities in Chengtu. 

► (ii) Reference Para 5 (A)(iii) in Survey 
No. 19, a Chinese press notice says that the 
Chinese Air Force Training School in Lahore 
will close on June 27th., and all personnel, 
numbering over 400, will entrain for Madras 
en route to Hongkong, All other Chinese air- 
force personnel, including the Delhi Office 
of the Commission on Aeronautical Affairs, 
will concentrate in Calcutta to await Steam* 
ship passage, .

When he came to leave India in early May 1946', 
scrutiny of the documents carried by him show- 
ed that they were defective in that his identj> 
ty-card did not show that he possessed any 
military rank, while the document which had 
on arrival been taken as a movement-order was 
in reality a leave«-certificate for him to pro- 
ceed from China to Tibet via India on 3 months 1 
leave from 16,12.45. At tKe time of his intend- 
ed departure he carried a certificate from 
the Chinese Consulate General Calcutta, issued 
30.4.46, to the effect that he was a Captain 
and had been in India on duty* Pending clari- 
fication of status, he was not allowed to pro- 
ceed. During interrogation, he declared that 
he was a Captain in the Chinese Army working 
in the Secretarial Department of the Nation- 
al Military Council, Chungking, and was in 
India on leave, and he gave a fantastic 
story to account for his leave. The Chinese 
Consulate-General declared formally that he 
had come to India on duty. It has not been 
possible to ascertain whether he was really 
in India on leave and has sufficient pull 
with the Consulate to obtain documents cer- 
tifying that he was here on duty, thus ex- 
cusing him from registration and from the 
penalties for. non-registration, or whether 
he was in fact here for secret work in con- 
nection with the Consulate or Tibetan affairs. 

He has been permitted to leave for China,

It appears that he was con* 
oernod in the black-market operations and his 
assailant, an unidentified European now under 
arrest, is also very deeply concerned, SPITZ's 
assailant says that he shot him due to trouble 
of a woman, but it seems more likely that it 
was a case of thieves falling out. The assail- 
ant has given his name asvAMES MORISSON. He 
is about 5* 9* in height, "sTimly built, -broad 
forehead with a rather long face and pointed 
chin, and has wavy Bair hair brushed back from 

s P ea ^ s with a slight Southern 
States American accent, but from his pronoun- 
elation of certain words an American Officer 
has given the opinion that he is probably not 
an American. He has been posing as a member 
of the American military polioe and is said 
to have undergone 6 months' imprisonment in 
Delhi or Lahore (probably the latter), at the 
end of last year or the beginning of this, for 
impersonating an American soldier. He was also 
concerned in the luring away of a school girl 
from a school in Iucknow, which offence was 
hushed up at the instance of the girl's 
parents • 

Morisson has stated that the arms sold 
oy American military personnel have boon taken 
up towards the north west of India for use* in 
the event of Civil War over the question of 
Pakisthan; he did not say which side was to 
use the arms, JAN SPITZ has made a very sirai* 
lar statement, but has been more explicit to 
the extent of saying that SMETACZBK (mentioned 
in this Survey No. 19, dated 11,5,46) had col- 
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looted the arras, which were found with him in 
Naukuchiatal. for the use of Muslims in the 
event of Civil War, SPITZ has also stated 
that American arms were being smuggled up to 
Afganisthan, No details of any sort are 
available to support these assertions# 

If he really is JAMES MORISSON it would 
appear that his father was a Canadian Mission* 
ary in China and his mother an American from 
Ohio, He had in his possession a letter 
written for the alleged mother in Ohio, in 
which it was suggested that he returned to 
the States in the company of a BROTHER GEORGE 
WAGGONER, who is apparently a Missionary some* 
where in India. 



This man now claims that he is an American 
Air Corps soldier reported missing on the 
Imphal front in 1943 and is impersonating 
Moris son who managed to smuggle himself on to 
the ship "Marine ADDER" which left the United 
States some months ago. As he has made con* 
tradlctory statements with regard to the 
identity of the Air Corps soldier whom he 
claims to impersonate, no reliance can be 
placed on his statement. 







He was arrested in the company of the 
American Army deserter named RICHARD HALL 
who was one of the leaders of the black- 
market gang.

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(l) A correspondent of Consul TSAI 
¥tai*ping <11519/12608/9291), commenting on 
the political situation in China, writes (ac- 
cording t0 a letter seen in interception) The 
Communist power is getting felt in all parts 
of China now. I am really worried about the 
future of our country. There may be big chan* 
ges in the Government in the near future". 

The writer’s views appear to be shared by the 
majority of Overseas Chinese, and no doubt 
explain the intensity of the present Kuomin- 
tang drive for increased membership amongst 
the overseal Chinese community in India. New 
branches are being opened (vide para. 5(A) (,i) 
of Survey No. 19) and membership rolls of exis- 
ting branches are being checked. A secr ®t^y , 
intercepted letter from LIU Chuan-sheng; ( /270/ 
3187/9889) of the Kuomintang- in *• India Head- 
quarters to LIAO Ling-chieh (7064/7228/1491) 
of the Chung Hua (China) School, Kalimpong ? 
reveals that advice is being given to Kuomin- 
tang, branches on how they should take stock 
of their membership and encourage members to 
report change of address and departure from 
the country. Dr. WEI Chien-chu (12567/1742/ 
12744) , Chairman of the Hsing Chun Sub-branch 
Kuomintang, whose activity on behalf of the 
Kuomintang amongst Chinese dentists throughout 
the mofussil was noted in para* 3(A) (vi) of 
Survey No. 14, has notified his correspond* 
ents in Shillong that "In keeping with Kuomih-* 
tang propaganda and to encourage friendship 
amongst members" it was decided at a recent 
Kuomintang -in- India conference to start cor- 
respondence with any place where there were 
at least three resident Kuomintang members. 

The addressees in Shillong were asked to make 
a survey of members in the district. 

A further stimulus to the membership 
campaign is provided by the announcement, in 
the Chinese Journal of India of 20/5/46, of 
plans for the establishment of a "Welfare 
Association for Overseas Kuomintang Members" , 
An ambitious programme was announced, appa- 
rently on a pattern set by the Central Kuominf* 
tang of China, and is in the form of a set of 
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rules to be adopted by Kuomintang branches* 
These provide for various forms of relief, 
unemployment dole, personal loans and busi- 
ness loans, and include suggestions for raising 
the money necessary for such relief from party 
members . J 

A reliable source reports that, whereas 
admittance to membership of the Party formerly 
took about a year, it has now been speeded up. 
and the whole procedure is generally completed 
within 3-5 months. Women are now eligible 
for membership, source states, though the 
number of women-members is few.

Remittances in 1946 are expected to be double 
those of last year, the report adds. 

(ii) A rumour now current in Chinatown 
throws an interesting light on the opinion 
of Chinese in China regarding the money to 
be made in India. According to this rumour 
the Shanghai proprietor of a shoe-shop in 
Calcutta returned to Shanghai with his wife 
in 1945. Gangsters in Shanghai, thinking 
he had made huge profits, demanded a sum 
beyond his capacity or willingness to pay. 

Upon non-payment they killed him. Another 
report ascribes his death to an act of 
revenge by creditors whom he had bilked 
in Calcutta,

The syllabus is not known, but it is expected 
that a series of lectures will be given and pro* 
minent Overseas Chinese members, local Chinese 
Government officials, and others will be invited 
to speak on the Kuomintang party programme and 
policy. Kuomintang branches in India were 
requested to send representatives from amongst 
their members to take the course, and an an- 
nouncement in the Chinese newspaper of 15/5/46 
said that about "40 able members" had arrived 
from different branches throughout India for 
this training. These classes have not met 
with any great enthusiasm in the pastj and 
from letters recently seen in secret intercep- 
tion it would appear the present series of 
pep-talks have had no better welcome, inspite 
of the free trip to Calcutta offered by the 
KMT HQ (who undertake to pay rail expenses, 
food and lodging for delegates). The Jal- 
paiguri Chun-Pei Sub-Branch chairman has 
written to enquire whether the ’course’ could 
be sent by post; the Headquarters secretary 
refers to a report from the Bombay Kuomintang 
in which the latter said they could not send 
delegates •because there are so few members 
altogether".

with coloured peoples had always been motivated 
by considerations of self-gain,

TILAWA carries considerable weight in Mongolian 
affairs, and would be treated with respect in 
Chinese offioial circles even were they not 
able to use his services.

Further information has been received 
regarding illegal transit of Chinese nation- 
als between India and Upper Burma across 
the Assam frontier, a matter which has been 
referred to in previous Survey reports. 



A party of 7 Chinese nationals left 
Calcutta in April 1946 tarrying goods for 
sale in Burma, They wore military uniform, 
to which they wore not entitled, in order 
to facilitate their journey. They did not 
report departure to Seourity Control, They 
travelled by train to Dimapur, and thence 
by various trucks via Tamu and Kalewa t* 
Mandalay, The profit on their goods secur* 
ed at Mandalay is given as 33-fc % of the $ost 
price, a reduction from the previously#re» 
ported profit of over 300 They had no 
difficulty in crossing the border into Burma 
without reporting to the authorities, but 
stricter check at Tamu and Kalewa caused two 
to be arrested at Tamu on the outward journey, 
release obtained by bribery on the return 
journey, and necessitated the remainder 
passing as civilian petty traders at Kalewa.* 
As a result of the bribes paid at Tamu, the 
guards there telephoned to Imphal to secure 
safe passage back to British India. 

No action is being taken against this 
party, for fear of exposing the source.

civilians by Indohesians. The writer explains 
that during an upheaval such as is going on 
in Indonesia today, in which thousands of 
innocent lives are being lost, it is not 
surprising that a few Indian civilians should 
be attacked, and that this does not indicate 
any anti-Indian feeling on the part of 
Indonesia, but that on the contrary Indonesians 
greatly appreciated the help that Indians 
have given. The writer uoints out that 
certain Indians resident* in Indonesia had 
helped the Dutch imperialists in the past, 
and this coupled with the fact that Indian 
troops had been used against the Indonesian 
republic have resulted in a few hot heads 
getting out of hands and attacking Indian 
pivilians. The writer ends up by stressing 
the necessity of solidarity between Indonesians

Seamen have been reported, it is believed 
that this group are temporarily satisfied with 
the relief and repatriation measures which 
have been announced. An item in the Chinese 
press states that of the 2,000 Chinese seamen 
in the Liverpool pool, 1,000 are already on 
their way back to China, 500 are due to leave 
by the end of this month, and the rest will 
remain there. The Chinese Seamen's Associa- 
tion, Liverpool Branch, is reported to have 
sent PENG Chin-yu (8887/2068/13376), WANG 
Chih«*hua (12493/1918/5005) and SHAO I-hsing 
. (9774/5367/4611) as seamen’s representatives 
to Singapore, Hongkong and Shanghai respec- 
tively, for welfare work. As the Association
